INCE our last issue, a precious letter 
of commendation, and one es- 
pecially valuable because of the writer’s 
experience, has come to us from Bishop 
Carroll of the Philippine Islands, 
who is now in this country to regain 
his strength.

I congratul: ute you two gentlemen on yo 
having been selected by competent ec clesia 
tical authorities to give practical shape 
this movement, by founding a suitable i1 
stitution for the education of those who wil 
place themselves under your care. 

I pray God to bless you abundantly i 
your disinterested and noble enterpris 
Surely it is a work precious in His sight, an 
no one can doubt that He will be with you t 
guide you and console you in the man 
difficulties you will encounter during th 
foundation and realization of your plans. 

In my opinion, this work is opportune fi 
many reasons, amongst which I select th 
following :— 





1. France, which has been and is to-day 
the great nursery of missionary priests i 
through its unspeakably vile government 
in such a way poisoning education and robbin; 
the Church, that it can not be that the nun 
ber of vocations will not grow less. No on 
can foretell the political future of Spain, bu 
certain it is, that at least some of the eccl 
siastical authorities of that me land tha 
giving so many of its sons and iecighners 
the evangelization of the world, are fearf 
lest the persecution of the Church in Franc: 
be reproduced in their own country. 

As often happens in the history of 
Church, the losses she suffers in one countr 
or in several countries, are counterbalance 
by the gains in others. So, to-day, if tho: 
countries which have wrought so well ; 
gloriously for the enlightenment of ecte 
peoples who sat in darkness and the shado 
of death, dim or extinguish the missionary 
ardor that has for so many years distinguishe 
and blessed them, may we not see the f finge 
of God in the love of “foreign missions whic 
has but recently begun to burn in the hea 
of so many of our fellow countrymen? Do 
not Divine Providence seem to be shapin; 
events in such a way that American mi: 
siomaries may be ready to supply the deartt 
caused by governmental persecution in old 
countries? 





2. The East to which missionary ente: 
prises are chiefly directed, wants Englis/ 
There are those who will regret this, reme: 
bering that it is a language used largely as 
instrument for the diffusion of heresy and 
false history. Be it fortunate or unfortunat 
the fact is the East wants English and wan 
no other foreign language. Moreover, ti 
East wishes to hear that language from t! 
lips of those whose mother tongue it is, ar 
hence any American or Englishman who go: 
in an official or teaching capacity to tha 
part of the world, has a distinct advantage. 





3. We have the means. ‘There is not i 
the world to-day any Catholic church 
rich as that of the United States. Let 
one say we have work enough to do at hor 
with our money, and when our country 
provided with everything necessary in t 
material order, then we can think of helpi 
distant missions. If such there be that tal 
after this fashion, let them blush as they rea 
of the great Cardinal Wiseman’s dream, ev 
when struggling with debt in his poor dioce

THE TWO CAMPS. 

[The excellent appreciation given below is 
the work of a well-known French missioner 
in China, translated for THE FrELD AFAR by 
a recent convert, who has been attracted 
to the Church through her acquaintance with 
the spirit of Catholic missioners.] 

O one who has attentively followed 

up the accounts of foreign mis- 

sion work during the last few years 
can have failed to be struck by a cer- 
tain tone of discouragement run- 
ning through them all. From every 
point of the compass comes the anxi- 
ous question, sometimes plainly stat- 
ed, again but half expressed: Are 
the Protestant missions, which have 
made such rapid progress here in the 
past few years, to outdistance usé 
We answer with perfect serenity: If 
by a greater success is to be understood 
a larger number of adherents and a 
more conspicuous influence in the 
public affairs of eastern Asia, the ad- 
vantage may very well be with them. 
Why not? What has come about in 
Europe may be substantially repeated 
in the Far East. All the causes, 
material and spiritual, which have 
contributed to the spread of Protest- 
antism in Europe are to-day active in 
these distant lands, only intensified. 


First of all may be mentioned po- 
litical power and influence, the very 
force which was chiefly operative in 
bringing Protestantism to the front 
and keeping it there in Europe. 
Across the seas, in the same way, 
political force, whether working by 
direct means or through the glamour of 
prestige thrown on them by the great 
Protestant powers, is all on the side 
of the Protestant missions. The Asi- 
atics areimpressed by fleets of warships, 
by world-commerce, by western science 


and arts. Seeing all these things 
chiefly in the hands of Protestant 


n 

nations, they conclude theirs to be the 
religion of progress and modern cul- 
ture; and accordingly it commends 
itself to them more than the Catholic 
Faith, which they hear constantly 
misrepresented as the creed of the 
“decadent nations.”’

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Again the English language used 
almost entirely as the medium of 
commercial and intellectual inter- 
course in Eastern Asia, is the pre- 
dominant speech at the Protestant 
missions, whose personnel is at least 
~o per cent Anglo-Saxon. 

The unalterable fact is: all the ad- 
vantages, humanly speaking,—politi- 
cal influence, wealth, material pro- 
gress, and so on—are now as over- 
whelmingly on the side of Protestant 
missions as they were on the side of 
ours in the days of Spanish and 
Portuguese supremacy and in the 
golden age of France. In so far, 
then, as mission work is conditioned 
by these outward circumstances, the 
Protestants have every prospect of a 
swifter development and growth. 

Still another element enters into 
the situation. Protestant Christi- 
anity 1s a much easier, simpler, more 
comfortable religion than Catholicism. 
It does not teach such clear-cut, 
hard-and-fast dogmas, compelling un- 
conditional submission of the reason; 
it allows the greatest latitude in mat- 
ters of faith, and in the interpretation 
of the Scriptures, which, without 
authoritative explanation, are so doubt- 
ful in their meaning. It has no in- 
fallible teachers, demanding implicit 
obedience; no Sacrifice or priesthood 
with mysterious sacramental powers; 
no complete subjection of the laity to 
the priests as their shepherds; no 
confession and obligatory penance; 
no exacting precepts of the Church; 
no unbending marriage laws. The 
Protestant conception of a Church 
easily allows the formation of inde- 
pendent national churches, such as the 
Japanese, for instance, so vigorously 
demand; while such organizations 
are absolutely excluded by the Catho- 
lic Church. The Protestant code of 
righteousness makes few and easy 
demands; the Catholic, many and dif- 
ficult. In short, it is easier for a 
heathen to become a fullfledged, pat- 
tern ‘‘Bible Christian” than even a 
halfway respectable Catholic. 





What has been said applies to Prot- 
estantism throughout, following from 
its fundamental tendencies. But now 
there is becoming more and more con- 
spicuous in the field of missions that 
up-to-date, “‘enlightened”’ protestant- 
ism which has stripped the sacred 
Scriptures and Christianity itself of 
all their supernatural character, com- 
pletely doing away with all the mys- 
tertes of faith. The Gospel which they 
offer the people of the Orient is no 
longer the Christian religion, but only 
its natural fruits: Christian morality 
and civilization slightly garnished with 
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piety, but divorced, so far as may be, 
from the faith that produced them. 
The aim of such missions is not to 
Christianize, but to civilize, using, 
to be sure, the tools Christianity has 
made ready. Now this is just what 
the Eastern mind is craving to-day; 
Christian civilization without its basts, 
the Christian faith and its miracles 
and mysteries, its demands touching 
the conduct of life. The Japanese, 
for example, would be willing to make 
some compromises, such as are con- 
sistent with their notions of nationa- 
lity, for the sake of getting just this. 
It is clear that a mission which starts 
out to introduce the “religion of cul- 
ture” will have a comparatively easy 
task. 

Such a one, moreover, finds favor 
with the powers of this world, who are 
likewise bent on “‘civilizing.”” They see 
in these missions the best means of 
extending their trade and widening 
their sphere of influence overseas. 
This, having its effect in stimulating 
home trade and industry, makes them 
cheerful bankers of these mission en- 
terprises, as may be seen in England 
and America. 


Of course it is right for missions to 
further the work of civilization even 
in the ordinary, secular sense of the 
word. The two have always gone 
hand in hand, the one making way 
for the other, then reinforcing and 
completing its work. This must con- 
tinue to be the rule. But the purely 
human culture must never be the sole 
or principal end in view, it should 
rather follow as one incidental re- 
sult from the pursuit of the true end 
of mission work. It must never be 
forgotten that the Christian religion 
leads necessarily to Christian civiliza- 
tion, but not vice versa. Inasmuch as 
the civilizing process is no super- 
natural affair, it is conditioned by 
natural circumstances, and, these being 
more favorable to Protestant missions, 
they may well surpass ours in that 
respect. Their missionaries under- 
stand these things; and their very 
feeling that they can never hope to 
rival Christ’s true Church on a purely 
religious ground impels them to such 
zeal for these superficial secular tasks, 
which give quicker, more noticeable 
and satisfying results, concealing the 
reali religious lack in their work, and, 
so far as appearances go, leaving their 
hated rival hopelessly behind in the 
race. 


The sight of such progress, of an 
outward success so dazzling, may, 
it is to be feared, discourage the 


Catholic missioner, who, pursuing 
his own task, is reaping scanty fruit 


from his barren field; and it may 
tempt him to scatter his energies 
in vain dreams and plans for the 
future. He tells himself that if he 
only had money enough, that would 
be all he would need to give a differ- 
ent turn to affairs. There he is mis- 
taken. Even if Catholic missions 
had ten times the force and the means 
now at their disposal, that would not 
prevent the Protestant and Free 
Mason propaganda from spreading 
and winning a certain predominance. 
We must reckon on this, and not allow 
ourselves to grow discouraged over 
our own task or less confident of ul- 
timate victory. This lamentable di- 
vision in Christendom God has thus 
far suffered to remain. Human wrong 
and error were responsible for it, and 
we must be patient. But in the end, 
God has promised that His Church 
shall triumph. How that is to come 
about, how all Christendom, all hu- 
manity, is to be united in one fold, 
under one shepherd; how the heathen 
nations, led astray by this mere “‘re- 
ligion of civilization” are to find their 
way back to the true Church,— 
whether, in the hands of Providence, 
this very error may not serve as a 
means of preparation,—we cannot 
say. We count time by decades, God 
by centuries. ‘‘Now or never’’ must 
not be too much emphasized in mission 
work. ‘For God the Lord alone 
knows,’’ wrote Bishop Henninghaus 
in his New Year’s address of 1910 to 
South Shantung, “‘what prospects and 
possibilities He has yet in store for 
His holy work.” 

We have not yet come to the end. If, 
according to the subtle interpretation 
of our fathers, the ‘‘fullness of time’”’ 
means ‘“‘the midpoint of time,” the 
history of Christian missions is as yet 
only in the first stage of its develop- 
ment. It took a thousand years to 
Christianize little Europe; should 
we expect that it will take less for 
the vast regions of the East? 

But, some one may say, if Protest- 
antism is to take the lead in the number 
of adherents, what is to become of 
the Church’s catholicity? We answer, 
that is in no way affected. By the 
mark of catholicity is not to be un- 
derstood that the true Church of 
Christ must be strongest in numbers, 
but only that it has been established 
for all nations and ages, that it was 
founded not as a national, but as a 
universal church, a universal dominion. 
More and more as the mustard seed 
gradually unfolds its germ and grows 
abroad. 

Such a universal Church can Prot- 
estantism never be, even if it should 
come to embrace countless millions

It is due to these friends, to report 
conditions; and in doing so we feel 
like an underground boss, who manages 
to get his head above the ground for a 
few moments and, calling out ‘all zs 
well,’ to disappear. 


We are laying foundations,—not of 
stone. As yet we have no land, nor 
money to buy what we would need 
of such for the future. This does not 
worry us however. 

We are just now organizing our 
forces, and have had a somewhat 
trying time getting under cover, mov- 
ing into three small rented houses. 

Three. Why ‘three?’ 

Well, in the first place the figure 
‘three’ has an honorable place in 
Church history; and, besides, there 
is said to be luck in odd numbers. 
But neither of these considerations 
has affected us so much as the need 
itself. 

Our problem was to house without 
lelay: 

(1) three priests, making provision 
‘or later recruits; (2) three or four 
ecretaries for the bureau,—leaving 
room, here also, for a small expansion; 
ind (3) the endless equipment of a 
nagazine office, including card in- 
lexes, type-writing machines, mul- 
igraphs, etc., etc. 

The secretaries, a little band of 
vomen, who, if called upon to do so, 
vill gladly and freely devote their life 
ervice to the cause, were housed first. 
“hey arrived at Hawthorne, three in 
number, like the wise men, on the eve 
of Epiphany. 

A supply of bread was to have greet- 
ed them, but tradesmen in Hawthorne 
have no idea of time,—and threatened 
starvation brought home the meaning 
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of the familiar headline—Famine in 
China. 

A North Carolina apostle on this 
occasion made the rounds of the village 
and brought back an armful of the 
staff of life, just as like supplies arrived 
almost simultaneously from two other 
sources. 

We next installed the office equip- 
ment in two hired rooms. 





In the meantime the priests, two in 
number and occasionally three, were 
stationed in temporary quarters with 
the Dominican Fathers, a group of 
exiled French priests, who, for several 
years past, have ministered faithfully 
to the Catholics in this picturesque 
valley of Westchester county. 

Fr. Cothonay, formerly a missioner 
in Tonkin, was a most considerate 
host, and his assistants were like 
brothers. We feel that we owe much, 
in these pioneer days, to the kindness 
of the hospitable Dominicans of Haw- 
thorne, and we hope always to treasure 
as a happy memory our stay among 
them.

Finally the priests’ dwelling was 
pronounced ‘“‘fit,”” and on Monday 
afternoon, January 15, an attempt 
was made to reside there. It was zero 
weather. A good-natured house-keep- 
er, who had answered our advertise- 
ment, arrived in due time (she left 
after one week, but on excellent 
terms with us) and, after assurance 
from all sides, we found ourselves with 
no food, no oil (we like kerosene lamps) 
and no water. One disadvantage of 
the lack of water was that it affected 
rather seriously the life of a steam 
boiler, the pride of our cellar. 


We are still alive and, if, as we fear 
at the present. writing, this message 





to most of us. We answer in facts 
and figures. 

We have had from youths and men, 
including four priests, thirty-two re- 
quests for information in view of taking 
up the foreign mission apostolate; 
from women,—twenty. 

These applications came, in the order 
of numbers received,—from Massachu- 
setts (21); New York (s); Ireland 
(4); Rhode Island (3); New Jersey 
(3); Pennsylvania (3); Idaho (2); 
Maine (2); Ohio -(2); New Hamp- 
shire (1) Vermont (1); Washington, 
D. C. (1); Texas (1); Missouri (1); 
Canada (1); and Panama (1). 

It is possible that none of the above 
shall join us, yet’ the goodly number 
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registered gives evidence that the. 
mission-spirit is rising in the English- 
speaking world, and certainly streng- 
thens our hope to furnish soldiers of 
Christ for the heroic vanguard ‘be- 
yond the frontiers.’ 

Several of these applications reveal 
the regrettable fact that, for lack of 
resources, many vocations to the 
priesthood are going to seed. We 
realize now, more than ever, the need 
of burses. 

In our December issue, under the 
title, A SCALE OF OFFERINGS, it was 
stated that five thousand dollars 
would make the giver a founder, en- 
abling our society to constantly meet 
the expense of one student preparing 
for the apostolate. For a start we 
need ten founders, and many prayers 
are being offered that these will scon 
respond.

Mullin, a com- 
panion, and himself have _ seen 
much of the war, being in the very 
centre of it; that the sisters at Han- 
kow have in a single day nursed ten 
thousand (10,000), wounded soldiers. 
At the time of writing, a truce had 
been declared, but it was expected to 
be only for a few weeks. 


Fr. Espelage speaks well of General- 
issimo Li, whom he had just seen and 
to whom he refers as the Washington 
of China. ‘‘He is too humane,” he 
says, ‘‘to be a terrible warrior like 
Napoleon, but for this very reason he 
is much liked by his soldiers and by 
the people. He is too humble, they 
say.”

DEPARTURE FROM PARIS. 


"T HE persecution of the Church in 

France has seriously interfered 
with her supply of apostles, but the 
missionary spirit is still strong there 
and likely to remain so. 

From the well known Seminary in 
the Rue du Bac, the Missions Etran- 
geres, Paris, two groups of young 
priests recently departed,—one, made 
up of six, who left for Japan, Korea and 
Manchuria, respectively; the other,— 
eighteen in number, who followed, 
nine days later, separating for various 
missions in India, Indo-China, and

the Chinese Empire (or shall we call 
it a Republic?) 

Of the latter group all bear French 
names except three. Out of these, 
two are evidently of German stock, 
the third, already known to our readers, 
is Thomas Gavan-Duffy, who has 
by this time arrived at his mission in 
Pondicherry. 

Fr. Gavan-Duffy is the son of the 
late Sir Charles Gavan-Duffy, the 
well known Irish politician and author, 
editor of The Vindicator and other 
papers, as also of several books, mostly 
historical. 


THE New DEPARTURE. 


The Paris Seminary is making a 
“new departure” this year. The tra- 
ditional route via Marseilles has been 
abandoned by the missioners for Japan, 
Korea and Manchuria in favor of the 
Trans-Siberian Railway. 

But this is only an experiment; the 
future is largely in the hands of the 
report which the pioneers will send 
‘“*home” on their arrival. Other so- 
cieties have previously made use of this 
route, but not so the Missions Etran- 
géres, unless we be pleased to regard 





as a precedent the “land-route”’ that 
was adopted by the first missioners 
from the Rue du Bac, in 1660-1662. 
They went across Persia and across 
India to Siam, but the sea helped them 
not a little on their way. 

' The objection tothat early land route 
was that it took too long and was too 
great anexpense. The advantage of the 
newest one is that it saves time (up- 
wards of a month) and also (discount 
the luggage, which has to go round 
by the ocean) expense. Such is the 
world and must be—utilitarian to the 
end. The poetry of the sea and 
gratitude for its long service weigh 
as nothing against the demands of the 
demi-gods of our age—time and money. 
Or is it vengeance on the ocean for its 
many victims?

ISTER MARY BERNARDINE of 

fi Chefoo, China, writes English with 

(if we do not mistake) an Irish hand, 
so we must not keep her letter longer 
from our readers. 

Sister Bernardine has also sent us 
the charming photograph which serves 
as our frontispiece. She writes: 

Enclosed you will find the only photo 
we have of our little orphans,—who made 
their first Communion between the ages 
of seven and nine, according to the wish 
of His Holiness Pius X. In the background 
are three dressed in European dresses, one 
is English, one a Korean and the other 
Chinese; the three of them were baptized 
and made their first Communion with the 
little orphans on the photograph. 

This photo was sent to Our Holy Father, 
through our Mother General in Rome, 
who had it presented to His Holiness by 
the little orphans of the victims of the 
earthquake in Messina. 

When the little Italian orphans gave 
the picture of their little Chinese sisters, 
together with a letter. written in Chinese, 
Our Holy Father gazed at it with paternal 
regard, and his eyes filled with tears. The 
next day a messenger came from the Vati- 
can with a letter written in[Our Holy Father’s 
handwriting and addressed ‘“‘To the little 
Chinese orphans of Chefoo.”” This letter has 
not yet reached us, otherwise I would give 
you the translation. The sister on the night 
is one of two who died of the plague. 

The Franciscan Missionaries of Mary 
are only thirty-five years in existence, 
count more than four thousand mem- 
bers, and have placed on the list of 
martyrs four of their number who 
were massacred in China. oD 

And now we are reminded by this 
letter from Chefoo that two of these 
valiant women (the photograph of 
one appears in our frontispiece) died 
victims to the recent plague. 

Our correspondent, Sister Bernar- 
dine, encloses an extract from the Chefoo 
Morning Post, which made the follow- 
ing comment on a sermon preached at 
the time by a Protestant minister: 

“In the course of his sermon, the preacher 
referred to the death of the two sisters of 
the Franciscan Roman Catholic Community 
in Chefoo, who had nobly given their lives 





in ministering to the Chinese plague-stricken 
patients. Their death had almost shed 
a halo of sanctity over the place—and in 
what they did they were in fullest measure 
imitating their Lord and Saviour and en- 
tering deeply into the Sacred Heart of 
Jesus. They had the true spirit of Christ 
and 
time. 

Sister Bernardine adds: 

God gave us a severe trial during the 
time of the plague, as we were obliged to close 
our works and to burn everything that was 
to be found. But thank God we are en- 
deavoring to renew as much as we can; 
and with the grace and assistance of Di- 
vine Providence, we trust all will flourish 
as before. During the plague we had more 
than 400 baptisms, and we feel this is a 
recompense for our pains. Only to conv 
these dear souls for losm the Sacred Heart 
yearns, is our hope and prayer. 

Pray for this, our fervent intention, and 
in return we all promise, inchiding our 
inmates, to remember you in our prayers.

from the neighborhood of Chefoo, occurred 
here in the middle of March, and Rev. 
Mother Berchmans, the Superior of the con- 
vent here, volunteered her services. One of 
our Christian men accompanied her to in- 
struct the sick man. Happily they did go, 
for if the man had been left in the care of the 
pagans, he would probably have died un- 
cared for. No one would approach near 
him. He called to the coolies (Chinese 
attendants), offered them money—1000 cash 
(25cts.) for a drink of water. They would not 
go near him. No! not for ten dollars would 
they approach. They knew that to inhale 
the infected breath, or to come into immediate 
contact meant certain death. You can im- 
agine the gratitude of the poor fellow, when 
he felt the kindness of the Rev. Mother and 
of the Christian attendant. 

Great precautions against infection were 
necessary. They had to wear masks, sprinkled 
with disinfectants, over nose and mouth, 
wear gloves and over-alls. With these abso- 
lutely necessary precautions, they could ap- 
proach the sick man, give him food and 
drink, which he devoured ferociously. Having 
comforted the body a little, they could pre- 


SOME HEROINES OF THE RECENT PLAGUE IN CHINA 


Franciscan Missionaries of Mary 


PEAKING of the plague in Shang- 
tung, Father Hallam, our English 


correspondent at Wei-hei-wei writes: 

Most probably you will have heard what 
a terrible scourge the pneumonie plague has 
been in this part of China and especially 
at Chefoo, where since the middle of January 
there have been over 1000 deaths from plague. 
Two Franciscan sisters, Missionaries of Mary, 
who had volunteered the care of the plague 
stricken have succumbed, victims to their 
devoted zeal, and many catechists and ser- 
vants in attendance on the sick, one after 
another, have stepped into the breach and 
met death bravely in the exercise of christian 
charity. 


Here at Wei-hai-wei, we have been singu- 
lary protected. We attribute this protection 
to the Sacred Heart, in whose honor we keep 
the first Fridays with special solemnity. 
Nevertheless one case of plague, brought 


pare his soul to meet its Creator, for death 
could not be far off. Touched both by Christ- 
ian kindness and the terrors of quick and cer- 
tain death, he gladly accepted baptism after 
instruction; he possessed already a good 
knowledge of the chief truths of Christianity. 
Death invariably follows the two days of the 
agonies of plague. Rev. Mother and our 
Christian assisted the sick man to the end, 
which came the following night. Let us 
hope that he made a good death. He repeat- 
ed continually the Holy Name of Jesus and 
the invocation so telling in Chinese: ‘Jesus 
save me.” 

The presence of the plague in our midst 
unnerved most people; but all admired the 
noble act of the Rev. Mother, who thus ex- 
posed her own life to take care of a pagan 
Chinaman quite unknown to her. On re- 
turning to her convent after guarantine, she 
received from the Commissioner of Wei-hai- 
wei, Sir J. H. Stewart Lockhart, the following 
appreciative letter. 








Wei-hai-wei., Government House. 
Dear. Madam :— 


In writing to thank you and the 
other sisters for having so readily 
volunteered to nurse those who may 
suffer from plague in this Territory. 
I desire especially to convey to you 
my heartiest thanks for having 
so bravely and kindly nursed the 
first case of plague that has occurred. 
While I know that you are not 
destrous of praise I feel that I 
cannot allow your noble act to 
pass without an expression, how- 
ever inadequate, of my appreciation.

At Chefoo, if the Sisters and Christians 
had not nursed the plague stricken, many 
of them would have died without scarcely 
anyone caring. It is remarkable that one 
sister who took the post of attending the 
plague patients in place of a sister who died, 
while in the discharge of their charitable 
work, was one of the band of Franciscan 
Sisters expelled from the Portuguese territory 
of Macao. The day after her arrival at 
Chefoo she volunteered to work at the isola- 
tion hospital. What Macao and the Portu- 
guese lost, Chefoo and the Chinese gained. 
One cannot help thinking that the enemies 
of the Church would see their error in expelling 
such noble bands of women as the sisterhood 
from countries like France and Portugal, 
if such an awful calamity as the “Black 
Death’”’ or Plague were to make its appear- 
ance in those countries as it has done in China, 
and one cannot imagine that the neo-pagans 
of Europe would show more courage in the 
face of certain death from that disease than 

did some pagans of China.

BISHOP FOLEY AND ‘“TOO-GAY- 


GARAHO.” 
(First News from the Exile.) 

UST as we had written a short paragraph 
to express our hope that the Right Rev. 
Maurice P. Foley had landed safely and was 
resting securely in his remote diocese, we 
received a most welcome personal letter, 
with the following article, prepared for our 

readers, under date of December 14, IgI1I. 

We arrived in Manila Saturday, 
November the 11th, at one o’clock 
in the afternoon and received a royal 
greeting at the pier. 

His Excellency, the Most Reverend 
Ambrose Agius, the Apostolic Dele- 
gate, who in a few short weeks was 
to be called to his reward; His Grace, 
the Most Reverend Jeremiah J. Harty, 
Archbishop of Manila; Bishop Dough- 
erty of Jaro and Bishop Petrelli of 
Lipa were the first to greet us. Rep- 
resentatives of the various religious 
orders, many distinguished laymen 
of Manila and last, but not least, 
members of the local Council of the 
Knights of Columbus formed a gath- 
ering to cheer our hearts and make 
us realize that we had but changed 
from one part of the United States 
to another.

We remained in Manila three weeks 
as the guests of Archbishop Harty, 
who treated us with the greatest 
kindness. During our stay I had 
the great pleasure of meeting Bishop 
McGinley of Nueva Carceres, an 
old fellow-student of American Col- 
lege days in Rome. Finally on Fri-

day, the first of December, we took 
the steamer for Tuguegarao, or rather 
the boat that would take us to Aparri 
at the mouth of the Gagayan River. 
We reached Aparri Monday morning 
and got our first look at the new 
diocese of Tuguegarao. 


Our genial secretary, Father Kil- 
lion, calls this “‘the first Bishop’s 


first day in the first city of his dio- 


cese.”” When the steamer anchored in 
midstream a delegation from the 
parish with the priests of the neigh- 
borhood and a native band on board 
came out in a launch to welcome 
us. We went aboard the launch 
and were brought ashore. Itisrather 
dangerous work landing at some of 
these towns along the Cagayan River, 
as the severe hurricanes that sweep 
the valley during the rainy season 
make it quite impossible to. keep 
the wharves fixed to one and the same 
place. We scrambled ashore the best 
we could and then the procession 
was formed and headed by the band 
we marched up the main street of 
the town to the church. 





There is a beautiful ceremony con- 
nected with a Bishop’s entrance into 
any church of his own dioces:. As 
soon as he enters he is presented with 
the holy-water sprinkler and all the 
people kneel to be blessed by him. 

Then all the people follow the 
Bishop down the body of the church 
and kneel in prayer before the altar. 

From the church we moved to 
the parochial residence, where a -re- 
ception had been arranged by the 
pastor, the Rev. Paul Caluen. The 
parish-houses in the Philippine Islands 
are called conventos and were built 
by the Friars when Spain was in 
control. They were all fine sub- 
stantial buildings in their day but 
during the insurrection immediately 
preceding and following the American 
occupation many of them were con- 
verted into barracks or fortresses 
and now present a pitiable spectacle. 
Others have suffered dilapidation from 
long-time neglect owing to the scarcity 
of priests. And the best and strong- 
est and most carefully kept churches 
are liable to be unroofed at any time 
by the fierce baguios or hurricanes 
that prevail from July to November. 
One church at Amulung, half way 
between Aparri and Tuguegarao, had 
been the victim of four of these fu- 
rious wind and rain storms and 
nothing was left but the four wooden 
corner posts or pillars. 


But to return to Aparri! After the 
reception we took seats on the church

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Jawn and were photographed in true 
American style. In fact, the pho- 
tographers at Aparri were thoroughly 
up-to-date, as we were obliged to halt 
the return procession to the boat 
several times in order that pictures 
might be taken. 

Owing to the low water in the river 
we made very slow progress towards 
Tuguegarao and although we had 
wired that we expected to arrive 
Tuesday afternoon, we were obliged to 
send another telegram that we would 
not reach the town before Wednesday 
afternoon. As a matter of fact we did 
not arrive until the evening. It was 
a beautiful moonlight night, however, 
and the people were not to be denied 
their celebration. It’s really impos- 
sible to describe all that happened 
that Wednesday evening. A _ con- 
tinuous blaze of fireworks, ceaseless 
music from the bands, the constant 
roar of the people shouting Vzva el 
Obispo, (Long live the _ Bishop!), 
dense throngs of men, women and 
children along the line of march to 
the church, there was all this and 
much more that the overtaxed eye 
and ear could not take in. Beautiful 
arches had been erected along the 
route of the procession. The Spanish 
colony had its arch and the Chinese 
colony another; the Dominican Fathers 
a third, and there was a fourth at 
the very entrance to the cathedral. 

At the cathedral the solemn cere- 
mony of the installation of a bishop 
was carried out. The Papal bulls 
were read in Latin and afterwards 
explained to the people in the verna- 
cular. Then all the priests made their 
act of obedience and the ceremony con- 
cluded with the episcopal blessing. 
It was a night never to be forgotten! 

Receptions, banquets and _ vela- 
das, which are literary and musical 
entertainments given by the school- 
children, fill up the next four or five 
days, and they have all left a very 
pleasant memory. The people are 
simple and warmhearted and if some 
have been led astray by heresy or 
schism, they have sinned through 
ignorance rather than malice. After 
these few weeks already spent in 
the Philippines and having studied 
actual conditions on the ground it- 
self, I do not see that I have to change 
the views expressed before thousands 
and thousands of generous American 
Catholics—that we need money to 
educate a native clergy, to introduce 
missionary priests from abroad and to 
repair the havoc wrought by man and 
the elements upon the churches and 
parish-houses throughout our diocese.

Ignatius had the plea- 
sure, some days ago, of 
talking to a priest, who 
had been a missioner in 
China and Indo China 
for a number of years. 
The good Father said 
that the children of the East were 
excellent, and well worth working for. 
He was amused many times by their 
innocent questions. Oncea child asked, 
“Father, do you have rice in your 
country?’ ‘Not much,” answered the 
priest; “Oh. now, I see why you came 
to China,” said the child. He thought 
the Father had come. to China to get 
plenty of rice to eat. 





Indeed it is difficult for an adult in 
China, or, in any missionary country, 
to understand how anyone could leave 
home just to teach the religion of 
Christ. You see, my dear apostles, 
these people have queer ideas about 
the soul. 


When a baby, at one of the hospitals, 
is unwell, the Chinese will ask the 
Sister in charge, if the child has lost 
its soul, for they believe that some one 
has stolen it. And, even in daytime, 
with lighted lanterns, and carrying 
burning sticks of incense, they look 
on housetops and every other place, 
for the soul. If they find a bug or 
an insect of any kind, they are happy, 
because they have found the soul, and 
the child will get better. If the child 
dies, the people say that they found the 
soul too late, and, then they pray to 
all their ancestors not to steal the soul 
of any other relative. 

Fr. Ignatius has read that a needle 
is often stuck in a child’s cap, to pre- 
vent the devil from stealing its soul, 
and that the infant, sometimes, will 
be wrapped in a net to prevent the 
soul from escaping. 


All these notions about the soul 
seem strange to us, who know its 
real value, and that Jesus died to 
save all souls. My dear apostles, 
won’t you do your share to convert 
these people to Christ and to make 
these children good Catholics, like 
yourselves? Do it now—write on a 
piece of paper, what you would like 
to do, show this to your parents, and 
after obtaining their permission to 
help, sit down and write to Fr. Igna- 
tius, telling him what you intend to 
do and he will advise you.

“THE Rev. Dr. Ahaus, professor of 

dogma at Mill Hill, the English 
Foreign Mission College, is most 
earnest in his efforts to spread among 
English-speaking Catholics a know- 
ledge and proper appreciation of the 
mission-cause. 

Dr. Ahaus has translated from the 
German The Last Will of Jesus, 
which is on sale at this office, under 
the title, Our Lord’s Last Will and 
Testament. In a recent letter he tells 
us that he is now engaged, in his spare 
moments, on a history of modern 
African missions, which he is bringing 
right up to the present day. 

He recalls incidentally that modern 
African missions owe their origin to 
American bishops, especially to Arch- 
bishop Kenrick of Philadelphia—a 
fact which he remarks “‘ought to fetch 
the American public.” We hope that 
it will, and we have assured Dr. Ahaus 
that we will do our little best to make 
known his valuable work, which, it is 
promised, will appear in about six 
months.

NEARLY two years ago, Fr. Manna 

of Milan, Italy, Editor of Le Mzs- 
stont Cattoliche, sent to Tur Frietp 
AFAR, a copy of his excellent work— 
Operarit Autem Pauct, with the re- 
quest that we translate and publish 
the same.

A WORD about the new book, Mar- 
tyrs of Tonkin. 

The author of this book, many years 
a missioner in Tonkin, compiled during 
his leisure time from original docu- 
ments thirty biographies of as many 
Martyrs lately beatified by the Church. 
Having been sent to America he tried 
to publish them in English, but met 
with flat refusals from the principal 
Catholic publishers, who said: ‘‘there 
1s no money in it.” The only one 
who consented to consider this pub- 
lication as possible, imposed such 
exorbitant conditions that it seemed 
a folly to accept them. They were, 
however, accepted for the following 
reason: two years ago the author 
made a promise to the Martyrs, that 
if they granted a twofold favor, he 
would make them known in English 
speaking countries; the two graces 
have been received, and the author, 
by all means, wishes to keep his word. 

To sell half the edition, which has 
been thrown on his shoulders, he counts 
on his friends, on the priests and the 
faithful of America. The first volume 
now ready comprises some prelimi- 
nary chapters on Tonkin, its inhab- 
itants, their customs, a brief history 
of the persecutions which for over 
two centuries desolated the Church 
of God there and made so many 
thousands of Martyrs, and the bio- 
graphies of four Dominican Mission- 
aries, of whom three are Spaniards 
and one a native of Tonkin. The 
second volume will include twenty-six 
biographies of Martyrs, three of whom 
are Spaniards and twenty-three na- 
tives. The first volume beautifully 
bound sells for one dollar and, if more 
than three copies are taken for seventy- 
five cents, post paid. 

The four heroes of this first volume 
belonged to the Dominican Province 
of the Holy Rosary, in the Philippine 
Islands. The reading of. their, lives 
will disclose features which should be 
interesting to Americans. A desire 
of the author is to help in his modest 
measure the American Catholics to 
realize what, wonderful. efforts have 
been made, and are still made, in 
pagan countries to implant the true 
Faith among infidels.
